Dear Hal: 

I received your letters and want to thank you for 
all the enclosures you sent. The stuff on Posner that I've 
collected is becoming quite large. Whenever I do get any- 
thing on him I always send you a copy. 

A couple of researchers have sent me video and 
audio tapes which I have not yet had a chance to study. 

Since I don't own a VCR or have Cable TV I have to rely 
on friends to watch the videos. I hope to watch all the 
videos before I leave for the Dallas Symposium (I'll be 
there from Nov. 17 through Nov. 27). On the audio tapes I 
received I will be playing these at home. If there is any- 
thing either on the videos or the audios (they relate to 
Posner) I shall, of course, write you on what I've heard.

Jim Marrs on CNBC ' s talk live (I don't know if this refers 
to Posner or no^; (b) "20/20" with Posner and ( c J^Crossf ire ^ 
with Posner and Wecht. The audio tapes I have include the 
following: (a) A 3-hour interview of Posner by Lee Rodgers 
on KGO ( SF ) dated 9/28/93. Rodgers is of the right and says 
he's not interested in the assassination. He told his list- 
eners that he believed in Posner and the three hour pro- 
gram would be the last on the JFK case. For a man like 
Rodgers showing "no interest" why have Posner on, then, for 
3 hours? (b) A Tom Snyder substituting for Larry King - the 
guest is Bob Callahan. The very first caller-in was by pre- 
arrangement and it was Posner; (c) Posner on the Jim Bohanon 
show and (d) Posner on the Gil Gross show (I've never heard 
of Gross ) . 

I just finished reading Gaeton Fonzi's book, "The 
Last Investigation" and he did a great job in telling all 
about the politics involved in the HSCA's so-called N invest i- 
gation"f i've met with Fonzi two times and am very impressed 
with him. He's a man who appears to have great integrity . 

While reading Fonzi's book I was struck by a rather 
unusual coincidence of two persons with almost identical names 
being present at the scene where Oswald was handing out FPCC 
leaflets in New Orleans in August, 1963.
